Work on the new junior high 
school building in this city is pro- 
gressing at a satisfactory gait, 
those in charge of the big job say, 
and it is confidently expected the 
building will be ready for use 
when school opens in September. 

The pouring of cement for the 
walls will be finished about the 
first of July. Practically all the 
pouring for the one-story portion 
of the building is done. The rear 
section of the big building will be 
two stories high and pouring of 
cement for this will start soon. 

The floor plan of the building 
will no doubt be of interest to our 
readers and we are giving it here- 
with: 

The front and one story portion 
of the building has a frontage of 
about 225 feet. The building faces 
north on Eleventh street and rang- 
ing from east to west it is divided 
as follows: Stage, auditorium, 
vestibule and foyer, board room, 
principal’s office, work room, li- 
brary, art room. 

The two story section of the 
school contains twelve class rooms, 
along with other features. On the 
first floor is a long corridor ex- 
tending to the cafeteria, which is 


of the corridor running from north 
to south are boys’ toilet, general 
science 1, social science, sewing 
room and girls’ rest room. On the 
west side of the corridor will be 
the commercial room, social science 
2, girls’ corridor, toilet, cooking 
laboratory and kitchen. 

Similar to the first floor, the 
second floor has a corridor running 
full length. To the east of the 
corridor will be the language 2 
room, language 1, and mathe- 
matics, and English 1. 

The roof is to be of tile and the

DRASTIC 


Will Stimulate Interest 
In Local Airport 





Announcement of a drastic re- 
duction in air mail rates was made 
today by Loring N. Kirk, post- 
master. The new rate, effective 
August 1, provides for a rate of 
5c for the first ounce and 10c for 
each additional ounce. 

This is the second great change 
made in air mail rates since the 
service was established May 15, 
1918, a little more than 10 years 
ago, Mr. Kirk said. The way has 
been paved for the heavy reduc- 
tion in air mail rates by the re- 
markable record established by 
Southern California in the dis- 
patching of air mail, the post-, 
master said. 

i This reduction will stimulate the 
air mail service and there will be 
additional advantages for Upland 
if an airport is established here, 
according to Mr. Kirk. The re- 
duction is one of the most radical 
ever put in effect by the postof- 
fice department. The air mail 
rate now is 10 cents a half ounce. 

In 1918 rates were fixed on a| 
zone basis. Zone rates later were 
abolished and a flat rate of 10 
cents a half ounce was established 
for all the nation. During the last 
;two years, or since April 17, 1926, 
when Southern California was con- 
nected with the transcontinental 
air mail route by the service oper- 
ated by Western Air Express be- 
tween Los Angeles and Salt Lake, 
{this section has established the 
highest air mail record of any part 
of the United States. 

Interest is also being centered 
on the Los Angeles-San Francisco 
aerial passenger line, Mr. Kirk 
said. The planes leave Vail field, 
Los angeles, and Mills field, San 
Francisco, at 10:30 a.m., and ar- 
rive at point of destination at 1:30 
p.m.
